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SENATE PASSES 
THE TARIFF BILL 


Vote Was 38 to 28, but There 
Were Many Not Voting 


THE POPULISTS HELD ALOOF 


Teller Attacked the Bil, Saying It Was 
Dishonest. 


ONE DEMOCRAT VOTED FOR IT 


Bill Will Now Go to Conference and 
It May Be Two Weeks Before It 
Becomes a Law—Many Vital 
Points of Difference 
Now Exist. 


— 


Washington, July 7.—The tariff bill 
passed the senate this afternoon, the vote 
being 38 to 28. 

This large -majority of ten votes was 
due to the action of some of the populists 
and, silver republicans tn withholding their 
votes. But one democrat voted for the bill, 
McEnery, of Louisiana. His vote has been 
counted that way all the time. Senators 
‘Bacon and Clay and all other democrats 
voted against the bill. There was nothing 
dramatic about the final vote. Just before 
it was taken there were some interesting 
explanations by individual senators as to 
their position. Everybody was anxious for 
a vote and everybody seemed glad. when 
the vote was announced and the end of the 
senate struggle reached. A few stray 
handclaps from one of the public galleries 
was the only demonstration, although the 
galleries were crowded and the floor of the 
senate lined with interested representa- 
tives. 

Speaker Reed, Chairman Dingley and 
many of the members of the house of rep- 
resentatives were in the rear, while every 
seat in the galleries save t reserved 
for foreign representatives was occupied. 

The early part of the day was spent on 
amendments of comparatively minor im- 
portance, the debate branching into finan- 
cial and anti-trust channels. By 4 o’clock 
the senarors Begin manifesting their impa- 
tience by calls of ‘‘vote,’”’ and suvon there- 
after,the last amendment was disposed of 
and the. final vote began. 

There were Many interruptions as pairs 
Were arranged, and then at 4:45 o’cluck 
the vice president arose and announced 
the passage of the bill—yeas,: 38; nays, 28.

An analysis of the final vote shows that 
the affirmative was cast by thirty-five re- 
publicans; two silver republicans, Jones, 
of Nevada, and Mantle, und one democrat, 
McEnery, total thirty-eight. 

The negative vote was cast by twenty- 
five democrats, two populists, Harris, of

»Kansas, and Turmer, and one silver repub- 


lican, Cannon, total twenty-eight. 

E.ght republicans were paired for the 
bill and eight democrats against it. The 
Senators present and: not voting were: 
Pepulists five, viz: Allen, Butier, Heitfeld, 
Kyle and Stewart. Silver republicams two, 
Vz: ‘Peller and Pettigrew. 

Following the passing of the bill a res- 
Olution was agreed to asking the house 
for a conference, and Senators Allison, 
Aldrich, Platt,, of Connecticut; Burrows, 
Jones, of Nevada; Vest, Jones, of Arkan- 
Sas, and White were mamed as conferees 
On the part of the senate. 

Story of the Tariff Debate: 

Bhe tariff debate began on May 25th, 
on which day Mr. Aldrich, in behalf of 
the finance committee, made the opening 
Statement on the bill. 

The actual consideration of the bill began 
next day, May 26th, whem schedule 
A, relating to chemicals, was taken up. 
The debate has been continuous since then, 
has 
been notable im many respects, although 
it has lacked many of the dramatic and 
oOratorical features marking past debates. 
From the outset the advocates of the bill 
refrained from set speeches and the discus- 
sion was narrowed to a consideration of 
rates and schedules rather than general 
Principles. Mr. Aldrich’s illness took him 
from the chdmber after the first day, and 
Since then the bill has been in the imme- 
diate charge of Mr. Allison. The opposi- 
ion has been directed im the main by Mr. 
Jones, of Arkansas, and Mr. Vest, while 
Senators White, Caffery, Gray and Allen 
have frequently figured in the debate. 

The bill as it goes back to the house re- 
enacts the anti-trust sections of the Wil- 
Son act, while the reciprocity and retalia- 
tory provisions are substitutes for those 
Of the house. One of the most important 
Rew provisions added by the senate is 
that placing a stamp tax on bonds, de- 
bentures and certificates of stock. 

Aside from these more important chang- 
€s, the bill as it goes back to the “house has

Aldrich Believes the Differences Can 
Be Arranged in Four or Five 
Days—Jones’s Views. 


Washington, July 7.—The first meeting 
of the conference on the tariff bill will be 
held tomorrow and as soon after the rep- 
resentatives of the house are named as 
{t is possible for them to assemble. 

This and subsequent meetings are eX- 
pected to be held in the room of the com- 
mittee on finance of the senhte, and the 
meetings after the formal gathering to- 
morrow will be as merely continuous as 
the physical endurance of the members of 
the conference will permit. 

The minority in the house will make 
no opposition to the republican programme 
of sending the tariff bill to conference at 
once, loth democratic and populists see 
that nothine can be gained by’ the inter- 
position of factious opposition. 

No definite arrangement has yet been 
made as to the time to be allowed for de- 
bate when the bill is reported back from 
conference, but Httle difficulty is antici- 
pated on the point. As the conferees are 
the ranking menibers of the committee 
from each side, the conferees of the house 
will be Messrs, Dingley, Payne and. Dal- 
zell, Hopkins and Grosvenor, republicans, 
and Messrs. Bailey, MeMillin and Wheel- 
er, democrats. 

As to the length of the conference there 


is a difference of opinion among the house | 
speaking | 


Chairman Dingley, 
of the eonference on the MeKinley bih, 
said it lasted two weeks, and that there 
were not as many vital points of difference 
of the two houses then as now. Mr, Gros- 
venor, on the other hand, predicts the bill 
will be a law one week from Saturday, if 
the bill goes into conference tomorrow. 

Probably; the most difficult problem the 
conference’ will have to solve will be the 
sugar schedule. The house committee will 
make a strong stand for the house schedule 
which they will claim has been 
with approval by the republicans and the 
republican press of the country generally. 
On the subject of hides, the house con- 
ferees are disposed to yield, but not to the 
full extent of the duty imposed by the sen- 
ate. The senate fixes the duty at 20 per 
cent ad valorem. Some of the members oft 
the house talk of a compromise at 10 .per 
cent. A compromise on wool rates also 
appears probable. s 

“We ought to concludé the conference 
in four or five days,’ said Senator Aldrich, 
“and be prepared to adjourn by the 15th 
of the month. af 

“I should say that we shall be able to 
adjust all our differences in a week's time 
at the most.”’ 

Mr. Allison said the democratic con- 
ferees did not take~so sanguine a view. 
Senator Jones, of Arkansas, predicted that 
fully a week would elapse before the dem- 
ocratic members of the conference would 
be invited in.

MONONGAHELA IS OPEN TO ALL. 


Transfer of Navigation Company Frop- 
eoty to the Government. 

Pittsburg, July 7.—The formal transfer 
of the property of the Monongahela Navi- 
gation.Company to the United States gov- 
ernment was made at 2 o’clock. The Mo- 
nongahela river is now free to the com- 
merce of the nation. 

The transfer was made to Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Micklejohn, who delivered 
the warrant drawn on the United Slates 
treasury for the amount awarded $3,601,- 
615.56, to President Donnell, of the Naviga- 
tion company. The freeing of the river 
means a saving of $225,000 annually to the 
coal operators. 

The transfer will release nearly 10,000,000 
bushels of coal which has been held in the 
pools by the operators to Save lockage 
tolls. This coal will be brought down to 
Pittsburg tomorrow.

Washington, July 7.—The house met today 
at noon, after the recess taken on Mon- 
day, in anticipation of the possibility that 
the senate might have p&ssed the tariff 
bill by today. 

Mr. Pitney, republican, of New Jersey, 
asked unanimous consent for the consider- 
ation of the joint resolution, appropriating

priation, but Mr. Simpsen, of Kansas, de-

An amusing incident followed. Mr. Mc- 
Millin; of Tennessee, rising to a parlia- 
mentary inquiry, asked inasmuch as Mon- 
day, under the rules, was one of the days 
on which the speaker could entertain a 
motion to suspend the rules, and as this 
was a continuation of Monday’s session, 
whether it was not now in order to move 
a suspemsion of the rules.

“Then I move to suspend the rules and 
pass the senate Cuban belligerency res- 
olution,”’ éried Mr. McMillin, waving aloft 
the resolution, 

The speaker calmly turned to Mr. Ding- 
ley and. announced that the chair recog- 
nized the gemtleman from Maine. 

Mr. Dingley immediately moved an ad- 
journment.

Carry Him Back To Face 
the Charges Made Dur- 
ing His Absence.

FOURTEEN KILLED BY CYCLONE. 


As Reports Come in from Minnesota 
Death List Grows. 


FIVE ARE DEAD IN ONE VILLAGE 


Houses Blown from Foundations and 
Several Trains Wrecked—Nar- 
row Escapes. 


Duluth, Minn., July 7.—Fourteen people 
are known to have been killed in the cy- 
clone and cloudbursts in this section of 
Mirnesota yesterday. The sturm was gen- 
e-al and it is tmpossible to estimate the 
amovat of damage with any 
certainty. The cyclone, which was cen- 
tral near Glenwood, was the worst that 
ever struck this state. The telegraph lines 
ere down for seventy-five miles each side 
of Glenwood, and particulars are hard to 
get. The Hst of dead at Glenwood, 
far as known, is as follows: Toleff Lavan, 
Samuel Morrow, Mrs. Samuel Morrow, 
Winnie Morrow and Oswald McGowan. 
Aside from these, Alfred Morrow and a 
baby one year old were probably fatally 
injured. 

Trainmen say that a number of houses 
were blown from the foundations by the 
and undoubtedly more lives are 
lost. William Norris and wife are re- 
ported to have been killed. Railroad traf- 
fic is paralyzed because of the heavy fall 
of rain. The raim came so suddenly and 
so fiercely in some places that many trains 
ran into washouts before taey had any 
intimation of danger. 

A bad wreck on the Great Northern is 
reported about eight miles west of St. 
Cloud, twenty freight cars being ditched. 
Charles Washburn was instantly killed and 
W. H. Pepper, the engineer of the train, 
was seriously injured. The Great North- 
ern westbound »assenger train, which left 
St. Cloud last night, was caught between 
two washouts and lay there for twelve 
The train was crowded with pas- 
Sengers, who narrowly escaped death. 
Hector, Minn, is under water about a 
foot deep and the damage will amount 
to $50,000 there. Straight river, at Fari- 
bault, rose twenty feet last night and 
today, and it is now within two feet of 
the danger line and still rising. A rail- 
road bridge and wagon bridge have gone 
out. A freight tmin on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee amd St. Paul road was wrecked 
near Faribault and two of the crew were 
killed. Crops have been damaged to an 
irreparable extent, and a large amount of 
live stock was killed. Reports of wash- 
outs, floods and cyclones are being received 
hourly. Every railroad in the state has 
some damage to the tracks and rolling 
stock. It is hard to even approximate the 
loss, but considering and other damage, 
it will probably exceed $1,000,000.

Richmond, Va., July 7.—The suit of Stew- 
art H. Ford, son of the well-known 
hotel man here, for absolute divorce 
from his wife, Mrs.gLoretta Small Ford, 
promises to. be one of the most sensational

ever known here. 

The defendant, who is a daughter of Rev. 
Sam W. Small, has figured in a divorce 
suit before. She was divorced from her 
first husband shortly after they were mar- 
ried. 

Today Mrs. Ford, through her father, 
filed a cross-bill and answer to the memo- 
randa filed by. her husband in the chancery 
court about a week ago. 

The answer filed by thte wife today is one 
of the most scathing arraignments of the 
plaintiff probably ever entered in a similar 
case in Virginia. The pretty defendant says 
she was married. to Stewart Ford in St. 
Paul’s church, Richmond, on September 9, 
1895, after a short acquaintance. She had 
no friends who “might have given her 
warning knowledge of said Ford’s unsavory 
reputation.”” His bearing was that of a 
gentleman, and he professed ardent love 
for the .oratrix, whose dowbts were set 
aside by his earnest protestations of affec- 
tion and solemn assurances that he was 
of high standing in Richmond and was 
possessed of an ‘income of $10,000 a year, 
and that she should live in luxury and 
ease. 

“Deeming him to be a Virginian, and 
having the high opinion of him that the 
southern woman has of the genuine Vir- 
ginian, she believed his words to be truth 
instead of falsehood, and in an evil hour 
consented to wear his wedding ring and 
name,”’ says Mrs, Ford. 

Since that time, she alleges, her ex- 


| istence has been tortured by ‘‘the cowardly 


and unmanly~ persecutions of her hus- 
band.’”’ His conduct, she says, was such 
as to shut the doors of the homes of those 
persons in Richmond with whom she would 
otherwise have associated. She was de- 
prived of all contact with others than her 


husband and his kindred, “‘whose ceaseless. 


contentions and savage hatred for each 
other rendered her lot the harder to en- 
dure.” 

Mrs. Ford proceeds to make specifically 
serious charges against her husband, 4as- 
sailing his character. She enumerates dia- 
mond rings, horse and Carriage and other 
personal property which she claims Ford 
took and sold witheut accounting to her 
therefor. 

In February, Mrs. Ford alleges that he 
knocked her down and while she was on 
the floor “pounded her with his fists and 
kicked her with his feet until her body was 
covered with pitifus discolorations and 
her clothing torh to shreds,’’ so that she 
needed the services of a nurse for some 
time thereafter. 

Early in May, 1897, another. brutal as- 
sault was made, she says, but blood from 
a hemorrhage frightened him so he de- 
sisted. 

She alleges that her husband threatened 
that if she left him he would through Bis 
attorneys fix up against her the testimony 
of disreputable women and so smirch her 
character that the ladies of Richmond 
would draw aside their skirts while pass- 
ing her.

TO PROTECT THE RIGHTS OF AMERICANS 


Resolutions Cites the Cases of Bolton 
and Richelieu, American Citizens, 
Who Demand Indemnity. 


Washington, July 7.—The senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations today, through 
Senator Lodge, reported a —. au- 
thorizing the president ‘‘to take Such meas- 
ures as he may deem necessary to obtain 
indemnity from the Spanish government for 
the wrongs and injuries suffered by August 
Bolton and Gustav Richelieu, two natu- 
ralized American citizens, by reason of their 
wrongful afrest by’ Spanish authorities at 
Santiago de Cuba in the year 1890.” 

The resolution further authorizes the 
president to “employ such means or exer- 
cise such power as mry be necessary.” 

The resolution reported today is consid- 
ered by members of the committee an im- 
portant step and is construed as anothe~ 
intimation from the committee that force 
should, if necessary, be used in protecting 
Americans in Caba. 

Ia presenting the resolution Mr. 
fave a history of the cases. 

“The report expresses the opinion that 
the seizure of the men ig in violation of 
article 8 the Spanish-American treaty 
of 17%, and that military 
against ‘them violated the 
1877, in view of the fact that upon appre- 
hension a most rigid search failed to 
disclose upon them either arms or other 
evidence of unlawful intent. 

“Bolton and Richelieu,”’ the report con- 
cludes, “have asked for an indemnity of 
$10,000 from the Spanish government. A 
settlement of the claim has been urged 
upon Spain through the preper diplomatic 
chanrels of our government. This effort 
has been practically unavailing, and the 
Spanish government has distinctly de- 
Clined to discuss any further the present 
claima, considering the incident to be def- 
initely ended. In view of the above, the 
committee is of the opinion that it is the 
manifest duty of the United States to take 
such prompt measures as shall be ade- 
quate to obtain the indemnity for all 
wrongs and injurieg suffered by the two 
American sailors.’’

He had not been in the 
chamber for some weeks: 

Mr. Pettus moved an amendment to make 
the tariff bill in effect on and after its pas- 
sage. Mr. Allison accepted this amend- 
ment, saying he did so in order to throw 
the question of when the bill should go 
into effect into conference. 

Mr. Morgan them. offered the amendment 
of which he gave notice yesterday, making 
combinations among dealers in cattle or 
swine engaged in interstate commerce to 
increase or depress the price thereof crim- 
inal and punishable by fine and-imprison- 
ment; lost, 26 to 81. 


Mr. Teller States His Position. 


A number of amendments were offered, 
none of which were adopted, when the mo- 
notony of this proceeding was broken by 
Mr. Teller, who took the floor to state his 
attitude on the bill, He had intended, he 


said, to address the senate at some length 


against the bill, but had concluded that it 
was best to allow the meusure to go into 
conference and discuss it during the con- 
ference. He considered it the worst tariff 
bill ever passed. 

“When I walked out of the St. Louls con- 
vention,”’ proceeded Mr. Teller, recalling a 
dramatic evént, “‘I intended to walk out of 
the republican party, but I stated that J 
was a protectionist stit.”’ 

Notwithstanding this, the senator said he 
and his associates were treated as though 
they were active opponents of the protec- 
tive policy. He reiterated that tP% republi- 
can leaders might have secured the votes 
for an honest and legitimate tariff bill, but 
they seemed to prefer to listen to the voice 
of syndicates and trusts. 

Mr. Butler, populist, of North Carolina, 
followed with an announcement that he 
would refrain from voting. as he believed 
the tariff question was being used as a 
“political football by the two old parties.” 

Messrs. Cannon, Allen, Mantle and Stew- 
art spoke under the five-minute rule. Many 
small amendments heretofore defeated in 
committee of the whole were offercd and 
quickly rejected without the formality of a 
vote, as every one seemed anxious to press 
forward to the end Mr. Stewart secured a 
yea and nay vote on an amendment chang- 
ing the rate on cyanide of potassium to 
124% per cent ad valorem, and to the sur- 
prise of the senators the amendment pre- 


vailed, 34 to 32, Senators Carter and 
Shoup, republicans, amd the silver 


republicans and populists voting for the 
amendment, Now came the final vote which 
had been so eagerly awaited The keenest 
interest was manifested throughout the 
crowded chamber. It was 4:37 o’clock p. m. 
when the vice president announced that the 
bill was on its final passage and the roll 
call began. 

At 4:50 o'clock the vice president an- 
nounced: 

“Senators, on this vote the yeas are 38, 
th enays are A and the bill is passed.” It 
was arranged that the bill as passed should 
be printed with the sections and para- 
graphs renumbered. 

Mr. Hale gave notice that he would call 
up the deficiency appropriation bill tomor- 
row, and by general consent it was agreed 
to suspend the 11 o’clock session and go 
back to 12 o'clock as the hour of meeting. 
In the meantime Mr. Harris. of Kansas, at- 
tempted to have the Pacific railroad ques- 
tion follow the tariff bill. He asked con- 
sent that the resolution heretofore offered 
by him’ be taken up tomorrow. Mr. Morgan 
thereupon declared that unless congress 
acted at once, $35,000,000 would be thrown 
away, and he would tomorrow call atten- 
tion to the serious status of affairs. 

The gallery crowds had made a noisy 
exit as soon as the tariff. vote was an- 
nounced, and at 5 o’clock p. m. the senate 


went into executive session, adjourning 
soon after.

MARTIN THORNE IS 
FULLY IDENTIFIED 


Man Who Butchered Guldensuppe Was 
Recognized by Mrs. Haflin. 


CONFESSION MADE BY THORNE 


Brother Barber to Whom Made Wives 
Its Details. 


HOW THE BLOODY AFFAIR WAS CONDUCTED 


Mrs. Nack Enticed Guldensuppe to 
- House at Woodside—Thorne Shot 
the Barber. 


New Ycrk, July 7.—There is no longer a 
mystery about the tragedy which first came 
to the public knowledge on June 26th, wren 
scme boys playing on the pier at the foot 


of East Eleventh street discovered floating 


in the river a bundle which contained a 
pertion of a human body. Martin Thorne, 
accordirg to the detective bureau, has 
confessed that he planned with Mrs. Nack, 
and himself committed the mvirder of Wil- 
liam Guldensuppe, a Turkish bath masseur 
and the former lover of Mrs. Nack. 

There are some inconsistencies in the 
Story given out by the police, and which 
is alleged to have reached them at second- 
hand, presumably from John Dolph, former 
friend of Thorne, who last night led the 
police to Thorne’s place of concealment. 
According to his confession, the murdet 
of Guldensuppe was committed on Friday, 
June 26th, in the house at Woodside, Long 
Island, which had been rented by Mrs. 
Nack ostensibly for a baby farm. On Mon- 
day, the statement says, Thorne went early 
to the Woodside house and hid in a closet in 
the upper floor. In his pocket he had a 
revolver, and beside him was a two-pound 
package of plaster of paris. He waited for 
the arrival of Mrs Nack and Guldensuppe. 
He took off his shoes so that nu accidental 
noise could spoil his carefully laid plan. 
It was between 10 and Il o’clock in the 
morning when Mrs. Nack and her victim 
drove up in the surrey which has been 
mentioned in the previous stories. Thorne 
heard Mrs. Nack ask Guldensuppe a few 
questions about the house, and hard Gul- 
densuppe answer. Then Mrs. Nack said, 
according to the confession: ‘‘Willie, don’t 
wait for me. Go through the house and 
see how you Ice ft.” 

“Oh, I'll just stay here until you come 
back,’”’” Guildensuppe _ replied. But Mrs. 
Naeck, according to the confession, was 
anxious not to see the actual commission 
of the murder she had planned. 

She Sent Him to His Death. 

*‘No, don’t wait,”” she urged; “go and see 
the rooms upstairs, I think you'll lke 
them.’’ Thorne concealed behind the door 
or the closet heard Guidcnsuppe’s steps on 
the stairs as he complied with the woman’s 
request. Carelessly Guildensuppe opened 
door after door until he came to the closet 
where Thorne stood. As the door sprang 
open Thorne shot Guldénsuppe in the head. 
He died almost instantly. Thorne took 
hold of the body by the shoulders, dragged 
it down stairs and shoved it into the bath- 
tub. Then Thorne went to the ground floor 
where Mrs. Nack was waiting. 

“It’s done,’ said he. “I know,’ 
Mrs. Nack, ‘I heard,” 

“Now go back to the city,” Thorne said 
to Mrs. Nack, ‘“‘and come back here at 5 
o'clock, everything will be ready.’ 

Mrs. Nack obeyed Thorne’s injunction 
and the murderer returned to the bath tub. 
He cut off the head with a razor and then 
he packed the head closely with plaster of 
paris until it looked like a block of white 
stone. Then he severed the legs and af- 
terwards the lower part of the trunk. He 
wrapped them up neatly in cheese cloth 
and then in oll cloth and sat looking at his 
handiwork until Mrs. Nack returnea in. the 
surrey. Carrying the bundles with them 
they both took the ferry boat across to 
New York. On the way over they threw 
the bundles in the river. 

How one portion of the body found its 
way to the woods in which it was discov- 
ered is not explained in the confession.

‘ Thorne was arraigned in the Jefferson mar- 


ket police court today and remanded until 
Friday, when Mrs. Nack’s case comes up. 

When Thorne was arraigned, in spite of 
the apparently damning evidence of this 
confession, he had a perfectly self-pos- 
sessed appearance. He was neatly dressed 
and seemed the least excited of the crowd 
that gathered around the magistrate’s desk, 
eager to see him and hear fall the details 
in this latest chapter of the great Inystery. 

Circumstantial Evidence Strong. 

Acting Inspector O’Brien is quoted as say- 
ing that Thorne has made a statement in 
which he positively denies that he mur- 
dered Guldensuppe. An 
been made of the bath tub at the house at 
Woodside and in a trap underneath tne 
tub about a pound of pilaster of paris has 
been discovered. This find is regarded as 
strengthening the circumstantial details of 
the alleg~aéd confession. 

Among the facts which have come to 
light since Thorne’s arrest there are sev- 
eral which indicate a great lack of caution 
in the methods employed by the alleged 
murderer. Thorne is said to have taken the 
watch and chain from Guldensuppe’s 
clothing and pawned them. Despite ru- 
mors to the contrary he appears to have 
made absolutely no effort to leave the city 
and beyond shaving off his mustache to 
have taken but few steps to prevent his de- 
tection. In his room there was found a 
valise which contained copies of all the 
newspapers giving full ueccounts of the 
finding of the portions of the body and 
from day to day he had cut out the stortes 
which traced the crime home to himself. 

The question of where the case will be 
tried is as yet unsettled and until this point 
is decided the grand jury will not be asked 
to deal with it. It is the general belief at 
the district attorney's office that the.casea 
will be tried in this county, as the county 
of Queens, In which the murder was com- 
mitted, has not any too much meney to 
spend on a prosecution of this kitd. 

‘Mrs. Haflin, who lives next dd@br to the 
Woodside house, which figures so‘tragically 
in this story, was at the police station 
where the alleged murderer is detained and 
positively identified Thorne as the man 
she saw in Mrs. Nack’s company at Wood- 
side, and a Frenchman in the employ of 
Buaala, who owns the Woodside cottage, 
also recognized in Thorne the man who 
hired the house and who came to Buaala’s 
office in Twenty-sixth street. 


Thorne Is Exceeding ly Cool. 


Martin Thorne is thirty two years old. His 
features are strongly German in type and 
he looks younger than his age, giving the 
impression of being an even-tempered, 
good-natured man. 

After his arrest and when seen today he 

appeared cool, collected and at ease, no 
matter whether it was being questioned by 
O" Brien, having his picture taken at police 
headquarters or before the magistrate in 
court. He had worn a mustache before 
the date of the murder, but had none when 
arrested. tie had been shaved in Brooklyn, 
he said; why, he did not explain. Acting 
ee apg O'Brien said that Thorne said 
thaT he had fear of death. 
.In his talk th Acting Inspector O’Brien 
Thorne accounted for his movements all the 
time for several days before and after the 
murder. Of his movements on that day the 
acting inspector says his account is not 
good and points strongly toward his guilt. 

This afternoon G. Voeckroth, a stable 
employee, identified Thorne as the man 
who had hired the surrey at the stable on 
Saturday. .

EFFORTS FOR A SETTLEMENT 


President Ratchford Says Affairs Are

LABOR COMMISSIONS ARE VERY ACTIVE

Indianapolis, Ind., July 7.—The state la- 
bor commissioners went to Terre Haute 
today and had a conference with President 
Knight and Secretary Kennedy, of the In- 
diana miners. 

This afternoon Commissioner of Labor 
Bishop, of Ohio. arrived hhere and said the 
Ohio labor commission was ready to join 
the other state labor commissions in an 
endeavor to arbitrate the coal miners’ 
strike. 

Word was received here this afternoon 
from Terre Haute that it was understood 
that if satisfactory arrangements can be 
made in other etates the Indiana miners 
are ready to do their part. President 
Knight said that many will continue work- 
ing at present wages until the question is 
definitely settled. 

National President Ratchford wired from 
Colambus this afternoon that the pros- 
pects for an early settlement grow brighter. 

A telegram from Clinton gaid that a3 a 
tesult of a mass meeting there 600 minere 
stopped work today. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 7.—Reports received 
from the various divisions in the Pittsburg 
district indicate that almost a total sus- 
pension ef work prevails today and that 
the strike so far as the miners are con- 
cerned is general. A dispatch from Mo- 
nongahela City says that the bitter feeling 
between the river and railroad miners that 
has always interfered when a strike was 
Inaugurated heretofore and prevented good 
results, has been lost sight of and organ- 
ized, unorganized and employed miners 
have .joined in the strike. 

A few men at work in the Charmonil 
mines, operated by the Tide Cval Com- 
pany, are working out a contract which ex- 
pires this month. Yesterday a few miners 
were working at the Ivill, Apollo, Acme, 
Foster and Clark mines, but nothing is be- 
Ing done at the Thomas pits today. Such 
a complete suspension of mining has not 
been witnessed in the, Monongahela valley 
before for many years. 

According to the miners’ officials the 
Suspension in the railroad mines is almost 
as complete as it is along the rivers. All 
large mines except those of the Cleveland 
and New York Gas Coal Company, they 
claim, are idle today. Among the works 
forced to close down by the refusal of dig- 
gers to work, they say, are the Panhandle 
mines of M. A. Hanna & Co., Beadling 
Bros., the Robbins Company and the Pitts- 
burg and Chicago Gas Coal Company. Ac- 
cording to President Doland's figures not 
more than 3,000 men are. at work in the 
district today. Most of these are employ- 
ed in the mines of the New York and 
Cieveland Company, and he will have them 
out before the end of the week.

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ASHER AYRES DIES 


AT INDIAN SPRING

Preminent Citizen of Macon Expires 
Rather Suddenly. 


CAUSED’ A GREAT SURPRISE 


“Had Gone to the Springs a Few Days 


To Recuperate. 


HIS FAMILY WAS SUMMONED YESTERDAY 


Death Came Before They Reached His 
Bedside—Nicotine Poison and 
Overwork the Cause. 


Macon, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—Mr. Ash- 
er Ayres, of this city, die@ at Indian 
Spring this morning at 8:30 o'clock from 
heart disease superinduced by the exces- 
sive use of cigarettes and overwork. 

Mr. Ayres’s death was a great surprise, 
as well as a great shock, to his many 
friends, as no one here knew of his illness 
until a telegram announcing his critical 
illness and summoning his wife to Indian 
Spring was received early this morning. 
Later passengers on the early Southern 
train also brought the sad news, saying 
that when they left the spring the physi- 
cians had declared Mr. Ayers could not live 
an hour. A little later telegrams announc- 
ing his death were received. Mrs. Ayres 
and several relatives went to Indian 
Spring on the first train, but arrived too 
late to see Mr. Ayres alive.

Opponents for Position of Collector rile 
Charges Against Him. 

Washington, D. C., July 7.—!Specialj— 
The opporents of Majcr W. H. Smythe, 
of Atlanta, who is being prominently men- 
tioned for collector for Georgia to succeed 
Hon. Paul Trammell, are at work against 
him. Notwithstanding the fact that Major 
Sp ythe has the indorsement of Boss’ Buck, 
they are endeavoring to defeat his appoint- 
ment, and believe that their success is 
indicated by the fact that they have caused 
delay up to this time. 

They have filed against Majoy Smythe the 
Bancroft matter, which was used against 
him when he was applicant for the post- 
mastership under the Harrison adminis- 
tration; and they say that this caused him 
to lose the postmastership eight vears 
ago, and that it will now cause him to 
lose the position of collector. The letter 
was written by Major Smythe when United 
States marshal for Georgia, and it is as 
follows:

all four to me at once. I have added a 
charge for horse feed, and also increased 
vour meal account $2 in each case, so as 
to cover your time as mucn as possibile, 
and which may be a proper charge for 
the meals furnished yourself at home, on 
setting out and returning from your (rip. 
In this way 1 ean make your bill up to 
$30 by including service fees and leaving 
no margin at all for this office. You will 
have to obtain receipts for amounts paid 
for horse hire, ami you can include the 
feed in same bill, which please get signed 
and send to me as s00n as possible. If 
the mileage is resiomd, 1 can pay |} 
entire bill, excepting W cents charged 
canmlles which cannot be ineluded in 
account, but which should be paid 
the commissioner. who should furnish 
own office and everything necessary 
having a hearing. In order to make these 
trips pay you should have a guard, but 
without paying out anything for him, or 
if you have a driver or anyone else aleng 
with you, they can be reported as guards.

WILL STICK TO GREENBACKS 


Action at Nashville Means Divorce 
from Democracy. 


POPULISTS WILL GO IT ALONE HEREAFTER 


——— 


They Lose Thousands of Their Adher- 
ents Who Will Join One or the 
Other of Great Parties. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 7.—(Special.)—The 
people’s party today has surrendered to 
the democratic party alJl rights and title 
to the silver plank of the platform on which 
both parties stood for the election of Wil- 
liam J. Bryan last fall. 

The populistic leaders have decided to sur- 
render free coinage to the democrats and 
make their own fight next year on a plat- 
form advocating legislation direct from the 
people. They will indorse the initiative, 
referendum and imperative mandate and 
will subordinate all other policies. This 
means that the people’s party has gone out 
of business. It means that the responsible 
convention held here has not only assumed 
obligations in the line of party management 
wholly beyond its province, but that it has 
assumed to change the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the organization. In discarding 
free silver it has released the party obli- 
gations Jf hundreds of thousands of voters 
throughout the United States, and there is 
no doubt that these voters will promptly 
seek a home in the political asylum which 
most nearly meets their views on the finan- 
clal question. The populist leaders who 
have attended the conference here are 
unanimously in favor of abandoning the 
free silver policy, and of tying the party 
down to the initiative and referendum. 
No word has come from Senator Butler as 
to his views on the subject, but the fact 
that the delegates who met here will con- 
trol the next national convention is suf- 
ficient indication of the small part that he 
will play in the game. The delegates to the 
conference have unquestionably abandoned 
their silver declarations and there is not a 
bit of doubt but that the next national con- 
vention of the people’s party will declare 
that an unlimited greenback currency is 
to be preferred to gold and silver money 
at ratlo. 

There will certainly be no further fusion 
between the democrats and populists and 
the latter will have to go it alone here- 
after in local,’ state and national vam- 
paigns. The political atmosphere has been 
cleared by the declaration and there is no 
reason to doubt that it will stay cleared. 
The populist party has a heap of trouble 
ahead in the management of its own af- 
fairs, but it is not likely in future to cre- 
ate any disturbance in the ranks of the 
free silver democracy. 

It Has Made a Sort of History. 

No matter how irrational and iridescent 
has been the career of the populistic con- 
ference just adjourned here, one is bound 
to admit that !t has manufactured a cer- 
lain sort of history. It has given us some- 
thing new in poltites. It has established a 
precedent of protest which is not only val- 
vable because it is unique, but which should 
be treasured becauce it will give a sufficient 
excuse for other political kickers in future 
to meet and talk in public about the griev- 
arces Which distress them. 

The gathering in its inception, tn the 
plans which were made during its progress 
toward final action, and in the result of 
its two days’ deliberation has been about 
the biggest piece of political impudence of 
modern times. If it had been a plain mu- 
tiny it would have beeh commonplace. If 
it had been a simple rebellion of dissatis- 
fled leaders it would have attracted little 
attention. But it was neither. These nem- 
bers of the populist party who had nothing 
in common except a distrust of their party 
organization, planned no revolt-they sjm- 
ply came together and without any pre- 
tense of authority, took calm possession of 
that party organization by methods which 
should gladden the hearts of all those who 
still believe that the people are mightier 
than the politicians. 

It was a nervy proceeding and its result 
is sure to be watched with unwavering in- 
terest by the general public. The issue be- 
tween the new organization, formed with- 
out due process of law in this city, and the 
old organization, which has back of it all 
the law and all the force which comes from 
the regular party machinery, is one whieh 
Warrants speculation rather than prophecy. 
The new national committee has not only 
been given al! the authority which the old 
one possessed, but brand new duties have 
been assigned to it, which make it a most 
formidable factor in populistie politics. 

The Wature of the third party hinges on 
tne success or failure of the Nashville plan. 
Its leaders frankly admit this. They say 
that if the new committee goes to work in 
the spirit which gave it birth no one will 
ever hear of Senaior Butler again in the 
ecuncils of the’ party leaders. In other 
words the committee is expected to take 
up its position on the ouarter-daccek ai once 
and to throw the late fusion officers over- 
board if they dispute the right to command. 
Thev don’t mind a little bit the fact that 
these fusion officers are the regularly 
elected national committee and have con- 
Stitutional rights. The populists are never 
frightened by such minor matters as con- 
etitutions. 

Much depends on the men who have been 
chosen to lead and superintend the work 
of reorganization, for the committee as a 
whole is too bulky to be effective. Milton 
Palks, its chairman, is a big and handsome 
Texan, who edits the state party paper ana 
effective work on the stump. His 
blind love for Tom Watson and his close 
association with the middle of the rcoaders 
contributed to his election, but those who 
know him say that he is a fighter cf the 
Roscoe Conkling senool. Since accepting 
the chairmanship he has been almost con- 
stantly in consultation with the five mem- 
ber of his executive committee, one of 
whom is Colonel W. L. Peek, of Georgia, 
but populistic conferenwes of that sort sel- 
dom pan out. 

The secretary and defeated candidate for 
chairman of the new organizacion is M. 8. 
Morgan, of Arkansas, who strikes me as 
being a better politician than the man who 
won. He is known threughout the domain 
of populism.as “Buzz Saw’’ Morgan... be- 
cause that is the name of a red-hot weekly 
paper which he publishes at his nome in 
Hardy, Ark. The characteristic mozio of 
this publication is: “Rip ’em up the back.” 
and its associate editor is the famous and 
vitriolic Tope Spilkins. Morgan has a good 
head on his shoulders, for he is the ective 
manager of three large farms in Arkansas 
and has amaésed a very large fortune

action by the United States had made 
such asstep absolutely necessary. 

The most interesting portion of Pres- 
ident -Andrews’s letter is his statement 
that “Europeans nearly all think Amer- 
ican initiative the sure way to interna- 
.-This is, indeed, 
true; but we remember {fuat as late as 
two years ago The Constitution was al- 
most alone among newspapers in insist- 
ing that national bimetallism is the 
only road to international bimetallism. 
At that time the English bimetallists, 
Cernuschi in France, and President An- 
drews in this country insisted that inde- 
pendent action by the United States 
would defeat international bimetallism. 

But now the English bimetallists see 
the point of the contention,-and Cer- 
nuschi, just previous to his death, made 
a statement that cah only be interpret- 
ed as an admission that the United 
States holds the key to the situation. 
President Andrews came around to this 


“view during the last,campaign, but The 


Constitution had been contending :for 
many months that the way, and the 
only way, to reach an international 
agreement is for this country to estab- 
lish national bimetallism. 

The reason is very simple. If the 
iree coinage of silver resulted in a pre- 
mium on gold large or small, that pre- 
mium would act as a bounty on our ex- 


ports of cotton, wheat and all other 


products that find a market abroad, and 
would open up to us the markets of the 
east of which England is so jealous, as 
well as the markets of South America, 
which we have hardly entered as yet. 
free coinage by the United States would 
yvompel the opening of the Indian mints, 
hand France, whose currency system is 
tiready bimetallic, would promptly fol- 
low suit. Why would all this happen? 
Simply because England and Europe 
will sacrifice their gold ideas or any 
other theories, to save their foreign 
trade. 

The only reason that there is not in- 
ternational bimetallism and world-wide 
prosperity today is because the people 
of the United States, by following false 
jeaders and subsidized politicians, have

perity today but McKinkey and the 
republican congress. ‘The republican 
president was nominated only after he 
had promised to use all the powers and 
influence of his office to prevent both na- 
tional and international bimetallism. He 


was nominated because he was pledged, 


to the gold standard. The Seligmans 
gave that fact away in Wall street in 
order to appease the fury of such gold 
organs as The New York Evening Post. 

Consequently we shall have neither 
national nor international bimetallism 
while Mr. McKinley is in the white 
house; nor shail we have prosperitv 
while the republican party remains in 
power acting as the agent of the gold 
trust.

We present elsewhere an extract from 
a letter written to a friend in Georgia 
by United States Senator A. §, Clay.

Vith Senator 
Bacon, he has taken & common-sense 
view of the situation—each secking to 
amend the bill so as to minimize its ob- 
jectionabie features, and te distribute 
more evenly its benefits, but both op- 
posing the bill, even as amended, on the’ 
ground that it fails in its alleged purpose 
of being a revenue measure,

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The Issue Cannot Be Obscured. 

The unanimity ‘with which democratic 
conventiozs are emphasizing the main is- 
sue now before the people, the energy 
with which democratic orators an- 
nounced it in their Fourth of July ad- 
dresses, and the enthusiasm with which 
the people appiauded it, may be surpris- 
ing and embarrassing to republican or- 
gans, but it should also be illuminating.

The extraordinary misrepresentations 
of the republican campaigners undoubt- 
edly had their weight with thousands 
of well-meaning voters who, during the 
heat of the campaign, never thought to 
examine the democratic platform for 
themselves. We may say now that, 
while there will be a repetition of the 
misrepresentations on which the republi- 
cans feed the public, the main issue will 
not be obscured.

The Kentucky Fraud. 

The hard straits to which the alleged 
sound money democrats of Kentucky 
have been reduced, is well illustrafed in 
their preliminary arrangements for the 
state convention which they propose to 
hold in a few days.

Several months ago enterprising citi- 
zens of Gainesville, Ga., raised by ‘pub- 
lic subscription a fund of $8:000 ‘and 
tendered it as a contribution to the pro- 
prietors of the Georgia Female Sem- 
inary to assist in the laudable effort to 
build an auditorium and assembly hall 
for the seminary. The building has 
been completed at a cost of more than 
$20,000; and the proprietors of this well- 
known institution and the people of 
Gainesville are rewarded for their zeal 
with probably the most complete build- 
ing of its kind to be found in any similar 
institution in the south. 

In this connection the development of 
this well-known institution through the 
efforts of Professors A. W. Van Hoose 
and H. J. Pearce, its proprietors, is 
worthy of note as showing what can be 
done by properly directed enthusiasm. 
Professor Van Hoose secured the sem- 
inary property in 1886, after it had been 
closed for debt for eight months, At that 
time a one-story brick house served the 
purpose of the institution, and without 
equipment of any kind Professor Van 
Hoose opened the school in September, 
1886, with twenty-five pupils and two 
boarders. In 1893, after Professor Van 
Hoose had steadily enlarged the sem- 
inary and increased its patronage, Pro- 
fessor H. J. Pearce, of Columbus, secured 
a one-half interest in the institution— 
the capacity of which has been increased 
to one hundred and seventy-five board- 
ers. More than $50,000 hay been expend- 
ed on building improvements; and only 
a few weeks ago an order for twenty-five 
new pianos was placed by the institu- 
tion. The buildings are heated - by 
steam, possess all modern convenjences, 
wad in the completeness of its equip- 
ment, the institution is probably twith- 
out a superior in the south. 

This is a voluntary tribute on ‘the 
part of The Constitution to the energy 
which has characterized the efforts of 
the enterprising young Georgians who 
are respensaihie for the wonderful suc- 
cess of this institution. Having in a 
few years increased the capacity of the 
accommodation o* the seminary from 
twenty-five to one hundred and seventy- 
five, and the faculty from five to twenty- 
five, the buildings and plant equipment

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THINKS APPEAL IS ABUSED. 


Marion Harris, of Macon, Discusses 
Question of Criminal Law Reform. 


Mr. Marion Harris, a well-known mem- 
ber of the Macon bar, discusses criminal 
law reform in The Macon Evening News, 
and among other things says: 

In the opinion of the writer the trouble 
Hes In the right of appeal from the judg- 
ment of the court of original jurisdiction. 
The evil is delay and delay is due to ap- 
peal. Hence, the question is one simply 
of preference between two systems—the 
system which allows appeals and the sys- 
tem which denies them. The former is the 
American system, the latter the Mnglish. 

The practice of appealing to the higher 
courts has become fully developed within 
recent years, and only within recent years 
has the evil of delay become so painfully 
apparent. Prior to 1845 Georgia had no ap- 
pellate court, and prior to the interval be- 
tween the close of the war and 1870, when 
several radical amendments were made to 
the federal constitution, greatly enlarging 
federal jurisdiction in «é@ate cases, ap- 
peals to the United Siates courts in crimi- 
nal cases were as Pare as they are now 
plentiful. 

It is unjust to blame the lawyer for ap- 
pealing his client’s cause.’ Remember, he 
is fighting for his client’s life. It is a sa- 
cred duty he owes that client to leave no 
motion unmade which the rules of the law 
permit. Lord Brougham expressed this 
sentiment rather extremely, when he said 
with vehemence: ‘“‘Lawyer, save your cli- 
ent! Disrupt the State if necessary, but 
save your client!’ And there is as little 
lawyer as there is man in the advocate who 
fails to do all for his. client that the. law 
allows. So, when the end of,the state's 
legal highway is reached let the lawyer 
drive his client into the federal domain 
whenever he can find the gate. 

Surely you cannot blame the client: for, 
Shall he stop cheerfully at a verdict of 
guilty and ascend the gallows out of a pa- 
triotlec desire to surrender his life for the 
good of society and avoid delay in his own 
hanging? 

In England there are no appeals in crimi- 
nal cases, and there justice is speedy. It 
is said that a criminal trial in England is 
as passionless as a proceeding itn chancery. 
But Americans are very different from 
Englishmen, and the system that suits the 
one people may not suit the other. Our 
criminal trials are often held in a cyclone 
of passion and clamor; and for that reason 
is has always been considered essential 
to the proper administration of Justice 
here that a reviewing court, sitting high up 
in a calmer atmosphere, should pass upen 
the judgment of the court below. 

The present system is in accord with 
the institutions of America. If the right 
of appeal is abolished, then more power is 
placed in the hands of une man than the 
principles of American institutions will per- 
mit. The system which denies appeal 
breeds judicial tyrants. It is the evil of de- 
lay in the one and the evil of tyranny in 
the other. 

The writer is not advocating the abolish- 
ment of appeals in criminal cases; but he 
is contending that the speedy justice, for 
which ‘the public is clamoring, is absolutely 
impossible ,where there exists the right of 
appeal And the records prove the asser- 
tion.

And when he takes 
out his final papers he must prove that he 
has resided continuously in the United 
States.

Origin of “Galveston.” 


Editor Constitution—Kindly print 

origin of the proper name Galveston. 
J. E. HOUSTON. 

Waco, Tex., July 5, 1897. 

The name ‘“‘Galveston’’ was derived from 
that of Count Bernardo Galvez, a Spanish 
soldier and statesman, born in Malaga in 
1756; died in Mexico November 30, 1786. He 
was made governor of Louisiana July 1), 
1776. During the American revolution he 
gave the Americans aid for operations at 
a distance from Louisiana on the frontiers 
of Virginia and Pennsylvania, but did not 
permit them to operate against any English 
posts near him. When Spain joined in the 
war Galvez, in 1779. raised an army and 
took from the English Fort. Manchac, 
Baton Rouge and Fort Panmure, at 
Natchez. In March, 178, he took Mobile, 
and on March 9, 1781, he appeared before 
Pensacola with Solano’s fleet, bearing an 
army of 5,000 men, and on May 10th com- 
pelled General Campbell to surrender. He 
was created a count, and in 1784 appointed 
captain general of Cuba, Louisiana and the 
two Floridas. On his father’s death, in 
1784, he was made viceroy of Mexico, re- 
taining the captain generalcy of Louisiana 
and EF jorida. 
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SENATOR CLAY ON THE TARIFF. 


A Letter to a Friend in Which He 
States His Position. 

The following letter written to a friend 
in Georgia by United States Senator A. 
S. Clay under Washington date of July 
5th, explains itself. 

Its publication is authorized by Senator 
Clay, though the letter was not intended 
for publication. 

In writing to the friend referred to Sen- 
ator Clay said: 

“IT thank The Constitution for the able 
and intelligent way in which it has sus- 
tained Senator Bacon and myself, Injus- 
tice has been done both of us by certain 
newspapers in Georgia. 

“IT belleve in a tariff for revenue euffi- 
cient to support this government, honestly 
and economically administered, and so lev- 
ied and adjusted as to operate equally 
upon all sections and upon all classes, 
I do not believe in a tariff which places 
high duties on manufactured articles, and 
which is levied exclusively for the benefit 
of those states and sections engaged in 
manufacturing. A tariff should be adjusted 
in such a way that all sections and classes 
may alike enjoy the benefits and bear the 
burdens, For the people of the south, in 
this age of protection, through their rep- 
resentatives, to sit idle and allow a tariff 
bill passed extremely sectional from begin- 
ning to end, ignoring every interest of the 
south and giving high protection and 
great advantages to the eastern manu- 
facturers, is to misrepresent the best in- 
terests of the people of our state and sec- 
tion. I have watched from beginning to 
end every paragraph of this bill, embrac- 
ing two hundred and‘seventeen pages; I 
have known that it was a republican 
measure and was certain to pass. 1 have 
known that it was drafted in such @ way 
as to ignore the interests of the people of 
my etate, and to give great and unfair 
and unjust advantage to the eastern man- 
ufacturers. I have endeavored to make it 
uniform in its operations so far as I 
could, so as at least to give some benefit 
to the people of Georgia, knowing at the 
same time that I should vote against the 
measure when it was placed on its pass- 
age. I feel that I have been of some ser- 
vice to the people of my state in taking 
this course, I have acted honestly and con- 
scientiously, and during the six years that 
I shall serve the people of Georgia in the 
senate I shall endeavor, in a practical, 
common-sense way, and in a business way, 
to watch all the measures pending before 
the senate, to see to it that our people 
recetve their just dues when the national 
government undertakes to place upon the 
statute books laws affecting the entire 
people. The people of the south must learn 
to devote their attention to business. A 
republican senator or representative from 
the east thinks about dollars and cents 
from the time he enters public life, and the 
great question to be considered by him 
is how will his section be benefited by a 
measure pending before congress. I feel 
that I would not be doing justice to Georgia 
when her interest was involved, on ac- 
count of a sentiment, to ignore the inter- 
ests of my own people. I am not afraid 
to go before them and face them, and I 
believe that I can demonstrate that - 
have been right in everything that I havo 
done. I have acted conscientiously and 
with the best lights I had before me, 
and the criticisms from certain sources 
have not in the least worried me. 

“I believe that the Chicago platform 
should be enforced from beginning to end. 
I stand on it in every particular, end I 
believe in four years from now the demo- 
cratic party, on such a platform, will 
sweep the country, and that we will have 
control of all three branches of the gov- 
ernment. Your friend, A. 8. CLAY.”

FIRE SPRINKLERS 
ARE DISCUSSED 


Water Board Will Investigate Important 
Fire Protection Subject. 


NEW SPRINKLER FIRE SERVICE 


Colonel Woodward Calls Attention to 
the Question in His Report. 


TELLS OF THE DENVER WATER CONVENTION 


Says Atlanta’s Water Department Sys- 
tem Is as Good as Any in n- 
try and Better Than Many. 


The question of adopting the automatic 
sprinkler fire protectors in Atlanta’ will be 
considered by the board of water commis- 
Sioners. The question is regarded as an 
important one by the board and a special 
committee will investigate the subject and 
make a report to the board. 

The question was brought up at the meet- 
ing of the board yesterday afternoon on 
the reading of the report of Colonel Park 
Woodward, superintendent of the water 
works department, giving an account of b's 
trip to the Denver convention of water- 
works men held last month. He referred to 
the automatic sprinkler question and that 
portion of his report and a paper read on 
the subject at the convention was referred 
to President Hillyer, of the board, and 
Judge Anderson, city attorney, which com- 
mittee will investigate and report as to the 
advisability of allowing use of the auto- 
matic sprinkler service in Atlanta and on 
what conditions and agreements. 

An application has already been made by 
a firm to be allowed to put in the sprinkler 
service, Which is an apparatus which floods 
burning buildings when the temperature 
in the building reaches a point sufficient 
to melt a stop piece, the water escaping 
through sprinklers in all parts of the build- 
ing. The service is in use in many cities. 
The point has been made whether the par- 
ticles in the pipes and the sediment in the 
water will obstruct the Mow of water 
through the sprinklers. -All of the points 
in the questions will be investigated thor- 
oughly before the board will agree to al- 
low the use of the service. 

Colonel Woodward’s Report. 

Colonel \Voodward's report of his west- 
ern trip is interesting and he states that 
Atlanta’s water department is among the 
best in the country. His report follows: 

“To the Honorable Board of Water Com- 
missioners, City of Atlanta. Gentlemen— 
In accordance. with the action of your hon- 
orable body, I attended the seventeenth 
annual convention of the American 
Waterworks Association, held in Denver, 
Col., June Sth, 9th and 10th; in company 
With City Engineer Clayton and Foreman 
Rapp. 

“On our way out we stopped over at 
Kansas City one day ana visited the wa- 
terworks and fire departments of that 
city. 

“Our visit to Denver proved both pleas- 
ant and instructive. The association was 
welcomed by addresses from Governor 
Adams, of Colorado, the mayor, the presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce, the 
chancellor of the university and other 
prominent citizens of Denver. The offi- 
eers of the Union Water Company, as well 
as the citizens of Denver, entertained. us 
royally. We visited Mau» points of inter- 
est in and around Denver connected with 
the works of the water c@mpany, and also 
viewed severat miles of Platt canyon, the 
company’s filtér plant at that point, the 
head gates of their conduits and Marston 
lake, one of the largest bodies of water in 
Colorado and one of the principal reser- 
voirs of the water company.

“These papers were exceedingly instruc- 
tive and enlightened me on many points 
which will be of material service to me in 
the future. 

“One paper in particular I desire to call 
the attention of the board to is in the mat- 
ter of water supply through automatic 
sprinklers. designed for fire protection. 
There was quite a discussion on this sub- 
ject and I deemed it of sufficient import- 
ance to submit the paper itself to the 
board for their information, and especially 
in View of the fact that we have a growth 
in,our pipe which may affect the sprinklers 
to such an extent as to prevent their ‘go- 
ing’ at the proper time, and thereby be- 
come of no use for the purpose for which 
they were intended. 

“On our return to Atlanta we stopped 
over one day in St. Louisy Mo., and visited 
the waterworks and two pumping stations 
there. 

“After viewing the works of other cities, 
I feel more than satisfied that Atlanta has 
one of the best systems of waterworks in 
this country. We do not pump as much 
water as some, nor have we as large or as 
costly a plant as other cities of the same 
size. But for pure water, economy in ope- 
rating and reasonable rates to consumers, 
I know of but one city in the country that 
can compare with us, and that city is 
Dayton. O. 

‘“‘In closing this report allow me to thank 
your honorable body for the opportunity 
you allowed me of gaining information that 
will be of material benefit to myself, and 
I trust of service to the waterworks sys- 
tem of our city.

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STEAM GENERATOR 
CAUSES TROUBLE 


City Will Be Sued by Hascall Generator 
Company for Damages. 


PUMPING STATION GENERATOR 


One Was Tested by the Water Board, 
but Ordered Removed Recently. 


OWNERS CLAIM IT PROVED A COAL SAVER 


And According to Contract the City Is 
Bound To Purchase the Generator. 
Routine of the Board. 


The board of water commissioners and 
the water department has an elephant on 
its hands in the shape of a steam genera- 
tor attached to one of the boilers at the 
pumping station. The board wants the 
generator removed, but the owners de- 
cline to remove it and they threaten to file 
Suit against the city for damages. 

The owners of the generator assert that 
it was put on the boiler under a guarant¢e 
hat it would save the city at least 10 per 
cent in fuel. The generator is that of the 
Ha.call Steam Generator Company. The 
apparatus was attached to the boiler about 
two months ago and it was tested by the 
city and company for thirty days. The 
company claims that the test proved that 
the generator saved the city 12 per cent in 
fuel and that the records kept by the city 
and the company will establish that claim. 

It is asserted that the generator was put 
in with the understanding that if the gene- 
rator saved the city the coal as per guar- 
antee it was to be purchased by the city. 
The company says it carried out the agvee- 
ment, but that the city now refuses to buy 
vne generator. The city ordered the gene- 
rator removed, but the company refuse to 
do so and it has notified the city authori- 
ties that suit will be filed for the expense 
of putting im the generator and for the 
Value of the apparatus. 

The question come up at the meeting of 
the water board yesterday afternoon, but 
there was no written report or notice on 
the subject and it was not discussed. 
Pipe Laying Work Was Extensive. 


Those who were present at the board 
meeting were: President Hillyer, Vice 
Iwesident Haas and Commissioners Erwin, 
Harrison and Fiseher and Superintendent 
Woodward and Secretary Brown. The 
meeting was an interesting one.

‘In addition to this work seventeen pri- 
vate taps were changed and connected up 
with new mains laid. five leaking services 
repaired, one fire hydrant moved, fcur re 
paired, three leaks in mains repaired, three 
drinking hydants repaired, one new drink- 
ing hydrant set at corner of llunter avd 
Davis streets, one tap enlarged for the 
Home of the Friendless,,three valves re- 
paired and twenty-fouw corporation cocks 
inserted in mains for engineering dcepert- 
ment. 

‘On Forsyth street thirty services were 
repaired, removed and lowered on account 
of street improvements.” 

Secretary Brown’s Financial Report. 

“Secretary Brown made a report as to 
the financial status of the water depart- 
ment appropriation, the expendi‘ures for 
June and the collections. Durings the 
month $7,499.97 was collected smeauak- thal 
tax collector’s office. The total collections 
through that souree for the year have been 
$413,595.12. During .the month there was 
expended for iron pipe, purchasing and 
laying, $9,107.30. 

Under the new meter law the department 
sold meters amounting to $897.60.

NEW ROAD WILL 


SLICE ATLANTA 


Proposed Enterprise To Take Hold 
of Atlanta Electric Railway, 


10 COME THROUGH THE CITY 


Line, It Is Said, Will Go Through to 
Buckhead, 


EASTERN CAPITALISTS TAKE HOLD 


The Deal Will Consummated at 
Once and the anchise Obtain- 
ed—Mayor Collier Will Fa- 
vor iit; | @e 2 @& 
Stated. 


A big deal is on foot to extend the Atlan- 
ta Electric Railway Company’s track. 

This is the short line which runs from 
Ormond street ta Lakewood, connecting 
with the Atlanta Railway Company. 

The deal, it is said, will be consumated 
within the next week, and the new fran- 
chise will be applied for at once. The plan 
for the extension of the road will n.ake ita 
rival in several sections to the Consolidated 
and will take the line through the heart of 
Atlanta on to Buckhead. 

For quite a while the negolations for the 
sale of the road have been in progress and 
Baltimore and New York capital has been 
interested. The road is owned by D. H. 
Livermore, who also holds a mortgage on 
Lakewood park for $30,000. 

The road is three miles long and was 
built some years ago and leased to the At- 
lanta Railway Company. This lease ex- 
pires next year, but those who have the 
enterprise in hand say that the full road 
will be built by the time of the expiration 
of the lease. 

Several weeks ago 2 representative of the 
corporation which will buy in the road 
came to Atlanta for the purpose of examin- 
ing the property and looking at the pros- 


- pect of continuing it through Atlanta. 


Where the Road Will Go. 

At present the road goes into Ormond 
street. thence it is proposed to build down 
Loyd to Hunter, thence to Forsyth, cross- 
ing on the tracks of the other road. The 
proposed road will lead directly out Spring 
street, thence to Peachtree road, where it 
will make the turn for Buckhead. 

The route leads through a desirable ter- 
ritory and will be a strong rival for the 
other lines. Those who have the enter- 
prise in Hand claim that they are mecting 
with every encouragement. Mr. D. H. Liv- 
ermore, who owns the road, was seen yes- 
terday afternoon. 

“Yes,” he said, “a proposition has been 
made to me to buy the road in by eastern 
capitalists. I have been in correspondence 
with them and suppose that the deal will 
be made at once. I have heard that it was 
their intention to extend the line as pro- 
posed, but their exact plans I do not Know. 
I have no hesitation in saying that the plan 
will be consummated, and this wili be done 
shortly.’’ 

It is said that Mayor Collier is in favor of 
the proposed road and will see that the 
franchise gets through. 

The report that the Atlanta Railway 
Company was to be sold is denied. Mr. 
Martin Amorous wires The Constitution 
saying the report is without foundation. 
The report grew no doubt out of the deal 
for the Atlanta Electric railway.

DISPUTE BETWEEN 
CITY AND COUNTY 


Trouble May Result in Important Action 
In the Near Futare. 


BAD ROADWAY AND JAIL SEWER 


City Wants County To Put Chattahoo- 
chee Avenue in Decent Condition. 


COUNTY WANTS CITY TO BUILD JAIL SEWER 


Neither Corporation Will Accommo- 
date the Other and Now’There 
Is a Row Ensuing. 


The city of Atlanta and the county of 
Fulton are at outs. There is trouble on 
between the two corporations, and the 
ond is not in sight. 

While the differences of opinion between 
the city and county are of a friendly na- 
ture, still it seems that important issues are 
apt to arise before the dispute is finally 
settled. Each has maintained its position 
in the matters at issué. and no means of 
settling the trouble seems to be left except 
arbitration. : 

The trouble is of several months stand- 
ing, but it became a matter of public record 
at the meeting of the water board yester- 
day afternoon when a report from one of 
the committees of that board was: sub- 
mitted. The report was made on the ac- 
tion of the committee in endeavoring to 
persuade the board of county commission- 
ers to repair Chattahoochee avenue and 
put the roadway in a passable condition. 

Mr. Howell rwin iw chairman of the 
committee. He said that his efforts to 
get the board of commissioners of the 
county to act in the matter had been fruit- 
less, and that it seemed as if the case had 
reached the point where some further action 
should be taken by the water board. He 
said he had no criticism to make of the 
county commissioners, but simply desiréd 
to call the attention of the water board to 
the fact that his committee had been un- 
able to get a satisfactory disposition of the 
matter at the hands of the county commis- 
sioners. 

Mr. Aaron Haas, vice president of the 
board, made the issue more clear. He said 
the board had been furnishing the county 
with free water at the county convict 
camps, and that it had extended other 
favors to the county. He thought the 
county should repair Chattahoochee 
avenue, along which the mains of the 
water department run from the end of 
Hemphill avenue to the river. He said the 
roadway is a public highway, and that the 
people of the western part of the county 
are complaining and ‘anxious that the 
avenue be put in a passable and decent 
condition so that it eould be used with 
safety, and so that the city’s pipes may 
not be injured by an unusual rainstorm 
which might wash up the earth to the 
extent that the pipes would be broken or 
injured. 

Mr. Haas said he would be in favor of 
cutting cff the free water supply furnished 
the county unless the read is repaired. 

Judge Hillyer and Mr. Erwin discussed 
the matter,-.and it was decided to allow 
the question: to go over for the present. 
President Hillyer and other members of 
the board will take a hand in the dispute 
and see what can be done about it. 

It is said that the county authorities are 
displesed with the action of the city council 
in failing to construct a sewer from the 
new jail to a point on Fraser street. It 
seems thet the city claims that this sewer 
would run through private property, and 
that it is not the duty of the city to con- 
struct such a sewer for the county.

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Kentucky Women in Politics. 


The fact that ten public school superin- 
tendents in Kentucky are women, and that 


— there are forty women candidates running 


at present for similar offices in that state, 
ndidates Kentucky women have gained 
greaic ground in politics than any other 
of the southern states, and that as to 
— and advancement in that line they 

eank with their most progressive sisters 
* the north and west. 

In Kentucky, they seem to aspire to the 
higher educational offices, and the fact that 
ten school superintendents are already giv- 


‘ ing satisfaction in their offices, and forty 


ncre aspiring, it will not be long before a 
question’ may; arise in the blue grass re- 
gions as to whether men are really eligible 
to the office of school supepintendents. 

Twenty-four women are already accred- 
{ted party nominees, “and are assured of 
election. Most of them are silverites, a 
number are independent candidates and 
several are running on what is known in 
Kentucky as the silverite populist fusion 
ticket. 

A review of the ambitious women so 

il versed in the politics of their state, 
brings out the fact that most of them are 
notably prominent women of birth and edu- 
caution, who have acquired their knowledge 
of the affairs of state through not only a 
gysterratic study of them, but through the 
active interest they take in the great men 
of the state. 

The pictures published of the fair candl- 
dates sustain the reputation Kentucky has 
for womanly beauty. In the galaxy is 
seen the ¢étrikingly pretty face of Miss 
Hattie A, D, Marshall, who is making an 
independent race for school commissioner 
ir Marion county. She is the daughter of 
Dr Anthony Dyer Marshall, of Georgia, and 
The Louisville Courier Journal says of her 

“She was educated at the Lebanon schools 
and at the Agricultural and Mechanical 
college at Lexington, For several years 
she has taught in the schools of Marion 
courty; during the past six years in the 
Lebanon High schools, where she has made 
an enviable repufation for superior ability 
and faithful and efficient work. Although 
she has invaded the realm of politics, she 
has none of the objectionable qualities of 
the new woman, but is a modest and wo- 
manly woman, and is as popular in society 
as in the schoolroom. Her thorough educa- 
ton has been supplemented by much read- 
ing, covering as many subjects, and she is 
regarded as one of the brightest and best 
informed women in her section.” 

\ — 

In the sketches given of the various fe- 
male candidates it is so often related that 
though “ambitious in politics,” this one er 
that one is the womanly woman with it 
all. It ig mot remserkable that such a 
Statement should be made, for one natu- 
rally associates the woman prominent in 
politics with the type objectionably strong- 
minded,, and in appearance masculine. 
Though the political woman may possess 
the beauty and gentleness accorded the 
most feminine, & is only reasonable to 
suppose that in continued association with 
politics in the’ general and promiscuots 
sense they will rapidly acquire the air of 
the politician that necessarily changes the 
man 4s well as the woman, and brings 
about ‘that hail-fellow-weli-met manmer 
of the average politicjan, and would sim- 
llarly develop certain democratic manner- 
isms in woman that are opposed to her 
dignity in the strictly feminine sense. The 
life a woman leads is probably more in- 
delibly impressed upon her countenance 
than it is upon the man’s, and her con- 
tinued career in poHKtics would in most 
every case develop a countenance that 
would bear out the results of political 
thought, if not strife, and change the soft 
impressionable young face to one of firm- 
mess that gradually becomes hardened. 
That which one recognizes as firmness in 
a man’s face is generally called hardness 
in @ woman’s, and is too often taken as 


. the index of her real character and nature. 


One can scarcely associate the hardened 
expression on a woman's face with what 


is “womanly,”’ so it is really refreshing to 


learn that so many of the new women 
aspiring to political honors have not as 
yet ‘become so imbued with the conflicts 
of political life that it is portrayed in 
their faces, and that they still bespeak 
in their countenances ali the admirable 
qualifications of the “womanly woman.””

Senator Ben Tillman. never looking bet- 
ter in his life, spent four hours in Atlanta 
yesterday. He had been out in lowa mak- 
ing speeches to audiences so large that he 
could not be héard out on “‘the rims.” “‘I 
just had to talk to the folks in the middle 
of the crowd,” he said. 

The senator had no sign of a pitchfork 
On his coat, a year ago he was never seen 
Without one. That was his: emblem. Ex- 
actly one year ago, by the w way, the South 
Carolina senator was raiving sand in the 
Chicago convention. He has another name 
for it, more suggestive of heat. But speak- 
ing of the senator’s appearance, he looked 
well kept—as if Washington agreed with 
him, even if he did not agree with Wash- 
ington all the time. He was positively fat, 
not too much s0, but he had enough flesh 
to show that he is neither dyspeptic nor 
losing sleep over the sugar schedule. 

“The silver forces have united in Iowa, 
democrats, republicans and populists, and 
they are confident of carrying the state, 
he said. “They have nominated a strong 
man for governor and are making an ag- 
gressive campaign.’’ 

Being asked what signs of prosperity he 
saw in the west, he replied: ‘Large crops. 
The farmers are having magnificent crops, 
but God gave them the beautiful harvests, 
although the goldbugs will claim that this 
resulted from (McKinley’s election.” 

“The people are looking for better times,” 
the senator continued. “I look for some 
improvement myself, but it will be tem- 
porary. We cannot have real prosperity 
until conditions changt.”’ 

‘Speaking of his resolution calling for an 
investigation of the sugar schedule and the 
repomts that some senators made money 
by manipul:ting the bill and specula- 
ting, Senator Tillman declared that he did 
not intend to let the matter die. 

“It shall not be smothered to death with- 
out an effort to save it. The committee on 
contingent expenses has it in charge, and 
I suppose that it is a question whether the 
government has the money to spare for an 
investigation. I shall call for the commit-

BUILDING COMMITTEE MEETS TO- 
DAY FOR THAT PURPOSE.

He will pro- 
ceed to draw the plans and will then sub- 
mit thie to the ccmmissioners who will 
pass on the drawings, and if necessary, 
will yrrove them and advertise for bid- 
ders. Wt is thought the entire arrargements 
will be made within the next ten days and 
thet the architect will be able to begin 
work on his plans by that time. 

It is not yet known who will be selected 
by the commissioners as the surveying: ar- 
chitect of the new wullarag.

A very interesting case, which is an il- 
lustration of the uncertainty of human life, 
came up before Captain W. D, Ellis, spe- 
cial auditor, yesterday.

Of the six principals and attorneys In the 
case when it was originated about six years 
ago there are only three alive now. ‘The 
principal, the defendant, Crawford, his at- 
torney, ecg Gartrell, and his bonas- 
men, Captain Castleberry, are all dead und 
now it ov} il be necessary for the case to go 
through the courts and hands of adminis- 
trators and other unusual legal steps in 
order to finally settle it. 

The case is the result of an alleged part- 
nership between J. Perking and _ Vz. B. 
Crawford, grocerymen and saloonists who 
occupied a store at Mitchell and Broad 
streets several years ago. About $2,000 is 
involved. Perkins claims that he was a 
partner in the business but Crawford de- 
nied that and a suit was the result. Per- 
kins was represented by Mr. T. C. Battle. 
Crawford was represented by General 
Gartrell and Captain Castleberry, Craw- 
ford’s bondsmen, is represented by Judge 
James A. Anderson. 

Of the attorneys and principals in the 
case General Gartrell, the defendant, 
Crawford, and the bondsman, Castleberry, 
have died in recent years, leaving only 
three men who were interested In the case 
at the start, Captain Ellis, auditor, Judge 
Anderson and the plaintiff, Perkins.

|BOARD ROASTS THE 


COUNTY EXPERTS 


Say the Report Did Great Injustice to 
the County Tax Receiver. 


MANY ERRORS WERE FOUND 


“ It Isn’t Worth a Cent,” Said Chair- 
man Forrest Adair. 


EXPERTS ASKED THEY BE ALLOWED $700 


But the Commissioners Decided That 
Only $200 Would Be Paid b> 
the County at Present. 


The two expert accountants who were 
employed by the last grand jury to examine 
into the condition of the various county 
offices were before the board of county 
commissioners yesterday morning, asking 
that they be allowed the sum of $700 for 
their services. This amount was approv- 
ed: by the grand jury, which body stated 
that tne services were of great value to 
the county and the report of the experts 
was pronounced one of the best that had 
been received in years. 

The county commissioners did not agree 
with the grand jury or with the two ex- 
perts, and instead of indorsing their work 
and giving their approval to the report, 
the experts were roasted for their mistakes 
and the board decided to pay only $100 a- 
piece on account and to investigate the 
report at lengih befure the next session 
vf the board. 

Commissioner Forrest Adair stated that 
he had examined the reports of all the ex- 
perts, and with the exception of one, he 
bad never found any that were wortn a4 
cent to the county or to anybody else, ex- 
cept the men who made them and received 
pay for their services. 

Commissioner Walter Brown said he 
could not understand the report of the 
experts, as it appeared to him to be com- 
plicated and badly mixed up. He said he 
thought these expert reports should be 
self-explanatory and saw no reason why 
experts should be employed if they couid 
not make out a report that was tangible 
and easy to understand. 

Expert Accountant A. C. Smith replied 
to Commissioner Brown, declaring that the 
report was easy to understand and had 
been made especially plain and clear. Bhe 
explanation was quite lengthy, and Com- 
missioner Spaldigig stated that he did not 
think the board could spare the time to 
go into a lengthy discussion of the matter, 
as all explanations should have been made 
in writing when the report was handed in, 


Chairman Adair’s Caustic Remarks. 


Chairman Adair stated he did not think 
the services of the two experts were worth 
anything to the county, and he did not 
care to see the cousity’s money wasted. 
tie said: 

“I have very carefully examined the re- 
ports that bave been made by the various 
‘experts’ appointed by [te grand jury for 
the past ten years and except probably one 
{ have never yet examined one that Was 
worth a cent to the county. They have 
repeatedly report d books and accounts as 
be “4 in first-class. conditica, in spite of 
the tact that We paerws ards checked them 
up and found offic: hort in cheir ac- 
counts. The report ow “before us goes to 
the other extreme, and in the account of 
Mr. A. P. Stewart, tax collector, shows 
that he is now due the state $41,178.02 and 
the zounty $46,561.34, when in point of fact, 
l happen to know that Mr. Stewart has 
recently been making his sworn weekly 
statements with regularity, and that he 
does not now owe the county nor siate @ 
cent. These experts now come before us 
and make a verbal explanation that they 
intended to say that these large amounts 
were due the state and county by the tax- 
payers, but the grand jury has now gad- 
journed, amd did so without «gamining this 
report, and it goes to record in the clerk's 
office without the verbal explanation, and 
does Mr. Stewart a very grave injustice. 

Injustice to Mr. Stewart. 

‘Another thing, they devoted two pages 
to showing that, in addition to the already 
mentioned amounts, Mr. Stewart is behind 
$8 871.51 on account of insolvent and nulla 
bona taxes, which statement Mr. Stewart 
vigorously denies, and after looking into 
the matter very thoroughly and examin- 
ing the report made for us by Mr. Wal- 
do, I am comvinced that the experts are 
again in error and that Mr. Stewart is 
again done a very great injustice. 

“The fall grand jury, who employed these 
gentlemen, did s& with the distinct under- 
standing that they were to do the work 
at a total cost of $800 and now the last 
grand jury, although they state that they 
have not had time to examime the fe- 
port, recommend that We pay them for 
their services $700. With all due respect 
for Mr. Smith and Mr. Askew, I] think that 
the result of their work, instead of being 
worth $700 is not worth 700 chinquepins to 
us. J sincerely trust that the last grand 
jury did not arrive at all of their conclu- 
sions with the same carelessness displayed 
im this matter, and their recommenda- 
tion that we stop work on the Boulevard.”’ 

Cnly $200 Is Paid by Board. 

Commissioner Brown moved that each of 
the experts be paid $10 on account, and 
that the matter be fully investigated by 
the finance committee," so that a report 
could be made at the next session of the 
board.

There Was Too Much Criticism To

Discord is said to have exjsied 
in nearly all the transactions of the noard 
of managers—trivial differences, it is true, 
but yet enough to make matters unpledas- 
ant for the members. 

This determined some of the -.adies to 
resign, and they announced their intention 
of so doing months ago. They were pre- 
valled to delay their resignaiions, however, 
and for a time matters moved along 
smoothly. At yesterday’s meeting a number 
of resignations were read and accepted 
and now the home has an entirely new sét 
of officers. 

The resignations received came from 
Mrs. W. J. Northen, president; Mrs. W. 
Woods White, vice presidert; Mrs. L. 3B. 
Nelson, treasurer; Mrs. J. P. Adams, chair- 
man of investigating committee; Mrs. 
Nicholes Ittner, Mrs. H. B. Wey, Mrs. Tul- 
ler and Mrs. Albert Howell, Jr. 

In place of these officers the following la- 
dies were elected: Mrs. A. McD. Wiison, 
president; Mrs. W. L. Peel, vice president; 
Mrs. T. R. Kendall, second vice president; 
Mrs. J. A. Perdue, reeording secretary; 
Mrs. J. J. Woodside, assistant revording 
secretary, and Mrs. L. V. Kennerly, 
treasurer. 

Some of the ladies were not present yes- 
terday when they were elected, and it is not 
known whether or not they will acce pt the 
responsibility of the offices. 

Communications were read yesterday 
from. Miss Lowe, the nurse at the home, 
and Miss Tucker, the matron, asking that 
they be relieved from duty after the ex- 
jiration of this month. From what could 

e learned it seems that the friction among 
the members @f the board was caused by 
the fact that several of the meinbDers Were 
constantly on the alert lest some one 
should try to dominate the affairs of the 
home and dictate the policy of the board. 

In doing this suggestions and remarks 
were made which some thought might as 
well have been left umsaid, and the fric- 
tion between the members was the conse- 
quence. For instance, some of the ladies 
whose resignations were accepted yester- 
day are members of the board of man- 
agers of the Home of the Friendless, and 
while it was in nowilse the intention of 
these ladies to do so, some feared that 
they would try to conduct both institu- 
tions in the same way. 

Again, desominational feeling is said 
to have divided the ladies. It seems that 
at some time past there was a plan on 
foot for the ladies of the Methodist church 
to buy the home. Mrs. if was to have 
been paid $500 for it, and the plans were 
all arranged when the ladies discovered 
that by making the institution a denomina- 
tional concern they would lose the support 
of the city.

Mr. Brown will not talk on any plans 
he has in view, nor will. be give any idea 
as to what he will favor ‘in this line, but 
his attitude to the agricultural department 
of the State university during the last gs<«s- 
sion of the general assembly, and the cir- 
cumstances of his trip give potent indica- 
tion of the prospective effort to found oan 
institution, where the art of farming on its 
practical and scientific sides can be con- 
ducted. 

Mr. Brown gives an interesting descrip- 
tion of the college which he has just in- 
spected, and tells of the various events of 
his trip without hesitation, but as to the 
end for which the information was obtain- 
ed he is significantly silent. 

An Incipient Investigation.

In & moment of happy inspiration some 
one has called the mountain region of 
North Carolina ‘“The Land of the Sky.” 
but a name indicating attractions helonging 
to the earth would be equally appropriate, 
if waving wheat fields, luxuriant tobacco 
crops, exhaustless stone quarries and other 
things ministering to creature comfort 
might suggest and justify a name. 

But the glorious visions for the eye! 
Whatever can enliven the imagination and 
elevate the thoughts Into higher and nobler 
moods belongs to this favored region. 

-# rom Salisbury to Knoxville, along the 
line of the great Southern railway the scene 
varies unceasingly and yet is ever on the 
highest scale of novelty and magnilicence. 

For many a mile the journey is along the 
winding course of the historic French 
Broad river, sometimes skirting its waters 
at the very edge and frequently crossing 
the stream on picturesque bridges.

vaped bust schools, beautiful churches, 
vaved business interests, equable tempera- 
ture, unfailing water supply from moun- 
tain streams combine to make it an ideal 
place of residence. 

Hotels and ‘boarding houses abound with 
prices to suit the average purse, as well as 
those of greater or less length and fulness. 
This writer’s happy experience was with the 
Battery Park hotel and with Mr. McKis- 
sick as host. This hotel occupies the site 
of an old fort, and from its elevated posi- 
tion offers the most charming and com- 
manding view of the city below and the 
mountains beyond. Shaded porches, luxu- 
rious parlors, tempting cuisine, splendidly 
furnished rooms, well equipped stables, ser- 
pentine walks, shaded nooks and beautiful 
lawn make it an ideal resting place—a hotel 
home. 

From the galleries of the hotel the eye 
mav travel over a horizon entirely girdled 
by mounains. On e®ery side at distances 
varying from a short walk to a score or 
more of miles these eminences rise in bold 
and graceful lines, three, four, five or six 
thousand feet. 

Not infrequently a belt of clouds seems 
to cleave their sides, and at such times 
from their summits the observer can look 
down upon the upper surface of the clouds 
as upon the’ surface of a calm sea, scarely 
rippled by gentle breezes. 

Rack of these mountains so clear to view 
that the sense of distance is quite mislead- 
ing, the dim and hazy heads of other 
ranges lend an added charm to he scene.

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We Will Have a Streak of Cool Weath- 
er, the Forecaster Thinks—The 
Average Weather. 


Cooler weather is promised for Atlanta. 
The rains have had a tendency to lower 
the temperature and the weather man says 
that the prospects are excellent for pleas- 
anter days. 

The weather has not yet reached Its cll- 
max of heat, but after two more weeks the 
mercury will start down the tube and it 
is hardly probable that it will be as high 
again this year as it has been. 

The average of weather for twenty jears 
bas been hottest from the dates of 15th to 
the 17th of July. From the time of sum- 
mers coming themercury slowly crawls up 
until on or about the 15th of July it reaches 
its highest point for the year. It has 
usually continued about the same until the 
17th, when it staris down the glass. Mr, 
Marbury, of the local weather bureau, 
says that this year the change will in all 
probability come about the regular time 
and that after the 17th cooler weather will 


revail. 
Por course the decrease in heat will be 
gradual, but it will be marked. August is 
always much cooler than July and in the 
month of August the temperature carely 
goes above 96.

Between Her Three Sons. 


WILL SIGNED OCTOBER 30, 1895 


E. H. Thornton, T. B. Neal and T. P. 
Westmoreland Are Executors. 


THEY WILL NOT MAKE ANNUAL RETURNS 


Mrs. Keely Provides That Her Execu- 
tors Will Manage the Estate 
Without Giving Bond. 


The last will and testament of the late 
Mrs. John Keely was placed on record yes- 
terday in the office of the ordinary. 

The will was signed by Mrs. Keely Octo- 
ber 30, 1895, and @Girects the disposition of 
her entire estate, which is.to be divided 
equally between her three sons. Mr. E, H. 
Thornton, Mr. T. B. Neal and Mr. T. P. 
Westmoreland are named as the executors 
of the estate and they are not required to 
make annual returns of the estate to the 
ordinary neither are they required to make 
bond. 

It was Mrs. Keely’s great desire that her 
three sons receive all the benefits of the 
éstate and she requests her executors to 
hold the estate until her sons reach the 
age of twenty-fiv® when they are to be 
paid one-half of their portion. At the age 
of thirty they are to receive the remaining 


one-half. P 

The valuation of the estate is not given, 
but it is known to be very large, and at her 
death she left a great deal of city im- 
proved property, which will pass into the 
possession of her sons. ’ 

The main portions of the will follow: 

“T give and devise all of my property, 
both real and personal, to my three sons, 
John, Arthur and Robert, they to share 
equally in the distribution, on the following 
conditions. It is my will that my executors, 
hereinafter named, shall manage my said 
estate for the benefit cf my sons and pay 
to each, half of his distributive share un- 
der this will when he shall have reached 
the age of twenty-five years, and the other 
half when he shail have reached the age of 
thirty years, provided he proves by that 
tin.e that he is capable of managing and 
preserving his property. If they, or either 
of them, should be dissipated, intemperate, 
profligate or wasteful, it is my desire that 
my executors withold his share until he re- 
forms and shows himself capable of man- 
aging and taking care of his property. The 
inecme only of said share shall bd paid 
quarterly to such legatee. The executors 
shall have the right, if in their judgment, 
or the judgment of a majority of them, 
it is best, to furnish money to all or either 
of my sons to enter business after they 
have attained their legal majorityp but 
they must be’ satisfied that the proposed 
business will be lucrative and that the 
legatee has capacity to manage the busi- 
ness skillfully and successfully.s.lt is my 
wish that my estate be used for the berefit 
of my sons and not squandered by them. 
either of them, and I expect my executors 
to see that-my wish in this respect is re- 
garded. 

“It is further my will and desire that if 
either of my sons should die leaving then 
living lawful heirs of his body, his distrib- 
utive share of my estate, shall go to such 
of his heirs, but should he die without

tate shall be equally divided between the 
then surviving lawful heirs of my body, 
share and share alike. Should such -son 
die, leaving a widow surviving him and no 
lawful heirs of his body, then half of his 
estate shall be divided equally between the 
lawful heirs of my’ body and the other 
half shall go to his widow during her 
natural life time, and at her death shall 
revert to the heirs of my body—~—share and 
share alike.
